Nevada City, or, as the citizens of the 
place would say, “The Queen City of the Sie- 
erra Nevada,” is now rather quiet, owing to 
the fact that since I left the sanctum saneto- 
roarem of the Herald the citizens have 
had nobody to lick, and the local officers 
and J. P.’s have had nobody to arrest, fine 
and imprison. 
W hen I was going full 
blast in Nevada C’ity, there was always 
some little diversion going on to amuse 
the people. 
Scarcely a day passed during 
which somebody did not come into the 
Herald office and look for the reporter. 
They would scrutinize the furniture and 
look into the cuspidor, and when they 
found me they would beat me severely. 
Sometimes they would beat me until they 
could not see, and sometimes they would 
beat me until Constable Dillon and night- 
watchman Scott came and carried them 
home on a shutter. 
In this way nearly 
all the shutters on the Herald office gradu­ 
ally became mbsing, and a special private 
detective from San I-'rancisco was employed 
to hunt them up.

Nevada City is a beautiful little city, 
and those who reside there never grow 
weary of describing its virtues. 
They also 
invite capitalists to come in and invest 
their money in their midst. 
There is an 
abundance of energy in the town, aud a 
verv large quantity of undeveloped enter­ 
prise. There are mines beyond conjecture, 
and a splendid opening for any man who 
would like a chance for a comparatively 
safe investment. 
Recently there has been 
quite a boom there. 
The bank has se­ 
cured another block of real estate, and two 
streets have had concrete pavements be­ 
stowed upon them. 
I t is perfectly aston­ 
ishing. 
Nevada City is situated in the most 
salubrious climate of the Sierra Nevada, 
and the doctors would soon become vag­ 
rants but for the assistance rendered by 
the planked streets, which always gather 
enough malaria, angle-worms, guano, and 
so on to keep a few cases of tpphoid on 
hand during the summer months. 
All 
arouud Nevada City there are hills. 
To­ 
ward the south they are not high, but east, 
west and north a range runs around the 
city like a horse-shoe. 
This range con­ 
tains huge beds of auriferous gravel, and 
some of the most beaulful bits of scenery 
that can be found aDywhere are scattered 
here and there along and beyond this 
range. 
East of the town is old Banner M oun­ 
tain, rich in gpld-bearing quartz, and to 
the north is Sugar Loaf Mountain, honey­ 
combed with tunnels. 
At the foot of this 
mountain is the famous M anzanita mine, 
in a state of indignant Tepose since the 
stoppage of hydraulic mining. 
From the 
top of Sugar Loaf M ountain one may ob­ 
tain a good bird’s-eye view of the town 
and circumjacent country, and, if he is not 
near-sighted, he may see beyond the south­ 
ern hills and discover the dim outline of 
the Coast Range. 
The hum of milling machinery is not 
heard in and about Nevada City so much 
now as in former years, principally because 
there is very little enterprise shown by 
local capitalists. 
All, or nearly all, the 
advancement th at has been made within 
the last few years has been through out­ 
side capital. 
Grass Valley, four miles 
away, has, in a very great measure, made 
use of home capital, and the little town is 
quite lively, and likely to remain so. 
One reason why Nevada City is now 
rather dull and stagnant, and has not re­ 
ceived any of the benefits of a mining 
boom and outside capital, is that in that 
little city reside a great many chuckle­ 
headed old silurians who do nothing better 
than croak and howl against the town, and 
make it a point, when a would-be investor 
comes, to go to him and advise him to steer 
clear of all Nevada county mines. 
They 
tell him that he will get out nothing bet­ 
ter than pyrites of poverty, protoxide of 
assessments, chlorate of bankruptcy, and 
sulphurets of death. 
And yet, if you should tell one of these 
consummate asses that he had better leave 
the town and find a better place he would 
fairly explode with horro-, indignation, 
amazement and other things peculiar to a 
scared donkey or a pole-cat on a hot trail. 
The best 
thing the 
sober citizens of 
Nevada City, and the majority are gener­ 
ally sober, could do, would be to hold a 
meeting, round up and corral the indigen­ 
ous croakers and hang them on the Deer 
Creek suspension bridge. 
I 'eer Creek is the natural sewer of the 
town. 
In it Marshall discovered gold in 
the long ago, when he was piloting a party 
of emigrants across the Sierra Nevadas, 
but he did not consider the find as being of 
much importance. 
A year later a thou­ 
sand miners were at work there, and the 
bed of the stream yielded enormous for­ 
tunes. 
One may pass away a spare hour very 
comfortably by going up on Sacramento 
street and reading the choice literature 
that has been daul>ed over the bowlders 
in the creek. 
Every patent medicine the 
world has ever known has been written 
there with all the colors of the rainbow 
attached, and the Salvation Army has had 
an artist or two at work now and then. 
Several painters have used the same bowl­ 
ders, and here and there one may happen 
upon such choice passages as these : 
“Take R atty’s Purgative Pellets.” 
“ Prepare for Death!” 
“Use Rough on Rats.” 
“Flee From the W rath to Come.” 
“Thev Never Die in the House.” 
“Hallelujah!” 
, 
Nevada City has two daily papers, the 
Evening Herald and the Daily Transcript. 
Both are lively sheets, and their editors 
are lively men. 
B. J . Watson, the pro­ 
prietor of the Herald, is a genial, Dig- 
hearted man, who is always willing to do a 
good deed, and, if nobody wants him to do 
a favor he gets the blues, and, locking 
himself up in his sanctum, he weeps very 
long and bitterly. 
There is not a man in 
Nevada City who does not love and re­ 
spect Hon. B. J . Watson, and if they do 
not pay him for his paper they like him 
just the same. 
The busiest man in Nevada coanty is 
happy, bustling L. S. Calkins, editor of the 
Transcript. 
H e is not so big as Mr. W at­ 
son, but he is concentrated energy ail over, 
and when he is on a hot trail after an 
item one can hear him whiz long before he 
appears upon the ground. 
Lenord S. Cal­ 
kins is a royally good fellow, too, and he 
is always ready to lend a helping hand, or 
accept 
a 
communication 
from “Vox 
Populi.” “Veritas,” “Enraged Citizen,” or 
any other reliable authority, and every­ 
body likes him. 
I borrowed $5 of him 
more than a year ago, and he has not sent 
me a single dun; only once he asked me if 
I had noticed any signs of failure in my 
memory organ. 
I assured him I had 
not, and 
he smiled 
and 
went 
away, 
and 
I 
groaned 
and 
went 
away 
also. 
Some day I will astonish Mr. Calk­ 
ins by returning th at five dollars, minus 
the expense of a money order, and I shall 
expect him to set up the cigars, wine, etc., 
^ ith the rest of it the next tim e we meet.

The Independent says: 
“The Churchman 
has curious ideas about Dr. Burtsell’s case. 
It says: 
‘It seems odd at first sight that a 
citizen of this republic should commit any 
offense exposing him to the penalty of 
temporal loss which could not lie adjudi­ 
cated upon by some authority, civil or 
ecclesiastical, within the confines of the 
United States. 
It is really startling to 
think that an arm can be stretched across 
the sea and can bring down to temporal 
ruin and temporal disgrace a man who 
lives under the laws of the L nited States, 
who has the esteem and admiration of his 
countrymen aud of his friends, and who is 
spotless in character and conduct.’ 
We 
do not see it so. 
Dr. Burtsell knew what 
the rules of his Church were, and exer­ 
cised his liberty in coming under them. 
Once under them he had to submit or suf­ 
fer, and perhaps both. 
Suppose an Epis­ 
copal 
clergyman or 
bishop under the 
Church Missionary 
Society, or 
under 
Episcopal contro!, goes to Mexico as a 
missionary, and there acts in such a way 
as to displease the authorities at home, 
can he not be called back, his authority 
and right cancelled, without the Mexican 
Church having the power to contradict or 
prevent it? 
H as not every missionary 
society exercised that power ? 
W here is 
Bishop Riley? 
The U nited States is a 
missionary jurisdiction in partibus infidel- 
ium of the Roman Catholic Church.” 
“Few people are aware,” says the Pall 
Mall Gazette, “that w ithin the Church of 
England there is a movement to restore to 
the congregation its right to take an -audi­ 
ble part in the service. 
This movement 
finds expression in the “Church Congrega* 


tional Music Association,’ of which G. A. 
SiHittiswood is President, and E. Griflirh, 
F. C. O., of Chisel hurst, is Secretary. The 
musical papers deride it as a Society for 
the Degradation of Church Music, but its 
effect will I* the op(>ositc. 
The aim is to 
come to a clear understanding a« to which 
parts of the service are to be sung by the 
choir and which by the congregation. 
Sure’y, says the Christian World, if this 
question can be settled, both styles of 
music will benefit. 
The choir will not t<e 
hani{>ered by the congregation, and will be 
limited only by its owu powers in the 
choie® of music, while the congregation 
will have music that is w ithin its reach 
and according to its taste. 
The A'-ocia- 
tion aims to bring into use a low reciting 
note (E) for the Preces and Responses, to 
pruvide simple settings for the Canticle*, to 
print the music over every word of both 
Canticles and Psalms when sung to chants, 
to place music in the hands of every 
worshi[>er, 
to 
promote 
congregational 
practice, and occasional meet ngs f >. v r.il 
congregations for united praise, to encour­ 
age lectures on the subject, and soon.” 
Apropos of “Lux M undi,” the Liu - y 
Churchman comments thus u{>on a recent 
utterance of the Bishop of Carlisle (l>r. 
Harvey Goodwin : 
“The Bishop (if Car­ 
lisle 'deprecates the introduction into a 
literary controversy of the authority of 
our Lord Je*u* Christ.’ 
And then iie re­ 
marks that if our Lord attributes a book 
of the Old Testament or a part of it to a 
particular author, such refereuce ought not 
to he regarded as deciding its authorship. 
Of course, then, our Lord's words are not 
infallible; and if not infallible on a ques­ 
tion of authorship, how can wo assert 
against a sceptic that they are infallible in 
other m atters? The Bishop deals with the 
subject as if there was no such science as 
theology, and as if theologians had not long 
ago discussed the question, ‘U trum in ( hris- 
to fuerit ignorantia?’ Christ cannot be kept 
out of the controversy, because His words 
in reference to the Old Testam eut have 
been called in questton. 
Some writers 
appear to think that in the nineteenth 
century we are going to reconstruct the 
theology of the Incarnation, and to put 
out some new meaning for the ‘self-empty­ 
ing’ of Christ, which the Fathers knew 
not. 
W hether H e whose ‘great character­ 
istic as a prophet,' as a recent w riter says, 
was ‘His consciousness of infallibility,’ He 
who ‘opened the understanding of H ir 
disciples that they m ight understand the 
Scriptures,' could himself be ignorant as to 
the date, authorship and historic value of 
the Oid Testament, is the question at stake 
in this controversy, and nothing short ){ 
that. We agree, however, with the Bishop 
of Carlisle, that there can lie no fear as to 
the result, and that the present criticism 
will be but a passing cloud which brings 
out in the end only more vividly the om­ 
niscience of Christ and the truth of the 
Scriptures.” 
Concerning the state of religion in the 
country districts, it is interesting to note 
a letter of the Rev. Professor Samuel 11 trt. 
in the Standard of the Cross, on the subject 
of :he growth of Episcopal churetes in 
Litchfield county, Connecticut. 
Professor 
H art says: “Now that the rejorts of the 
supervisors of the census have been pub­ 
lished for nearly all the towns in Con­ 
necticut, I have been making a compari­ 
son of some of the figures which represent 
the population with the numbers of the 
communicants in the several towns as 
taken from advance sheets of the now 
Convention Journal of our diocese. 
1 ven­ 
ture to send you certain of the results, as 
regards the typical hill country of the 
State: Litchfield county contains twenty- 
six towns, in nineteen of which we have 
twenty-five parishes. 
Two of these towns 
have a little over 6.000 inhabitants each; 
none of the others has quite 4,000; eight 
have less than 1,000 each. 
The popula­ 
tion of the county in 1880 was 52,044, in 
1890 it is 52,917, showing a net gain of 873, 
or lts^ than 2 (1.7) per cent. N early all the 
gain has been in the two manufacturing 
towns 
of 
Torrington and W inchester. 
Only five other towns show any gain at 
all. while nineteen have fewer inhabitants 
than they had ten years ago. 
In reckon­ 
ing the number of communicants I am 
obliged to omit two small parishes—th a t 
in Harwinton, which made no report in 
either 1880 or 1S90, and in East Plym outh, 
in the town of Plym outh, m aking uo re­ 
port in IS'80, but reporting twelve Com­ 
municants in 1890. 
The other twenty- 
three parishes in 1S80 reported 2,253 
communicants and in 1890 they report 
2,768, showing an increase of 515 or 23 
per cent, in ten years. 
Counting these by 
percentages, the increase in the num ber of 
communicants in Litchfield county has 
been more th n thirteen times as great as 
the increase in the population. 
Or, look­ 
ing at the same facts in another way, 
whereas in 1880 there was one communi­ 
cant of our church in Litchfield county 
for every twenty-three inhabitants, th c r ­ 
is now one communicant registered tor 
every nineteen inhabitants.”

AN EXPLODED SENSATION. 


Some time ago the story got about that 
the Directory of the A rt Museum in De­ 
troit, shocked by the nudity of the plaster 
casts and marble figures imported from 
Italy for that institution, had issued an 
order that all the statuek should be draped. 
The telegraphic dispatches even went so 
far as to state that the order was carried 
into effect, and that the Apollo Belvidere 
soon appeared in striped breeches, the 
Venus of Milo with a Scotch plaid over 
her shoulders and the Medici with petticoats 
and waist drapery,while the Quoit Thrower 
was arrayed in linen swathed about the 
figure, the G ladiator beinginade decent by 
a kilt of respectable length. 
Of course the Directory was held up to 
ridicule, and ail over the laud the press 
flayed the members for their supposed pro 
dery and their insult to art. 
The Direc­ 
tory, however, did not respond. 
Like 
many other men who suffer from assault 
they were content to let the truth find its 
own way to the public mind. 
It now turns out that the whole excite­ 
ment arose out of this sia p le incident 
A day or two after the figures were set up 
a portion of the Board of Directors visited 
the rooms. 
Passing through, one of them 
noticed laid to one side two fig-leaf casts, 
with the usual brass or iron pins which 
hold them 
to 
place on the figures. 
These fig-leaves belonged on two of the 
male figures, and are conventional, but are 
often made separately by the plaster work­ 
ers, and secured to the figure, as indicated. 
The Directors referred to called the Cus­ 
todian, and told him to place the fig-leaves 
upon the figures, since they belonged there, 
and would be broken or misplaced if left 
off. 
The Custodian did as directed, and that 
was the long and short of the whole m at­ 
ter. Out of that very insignificant incident 
grew the stories of the “prudery” of the 
Detroit Directory. 
But it certainly is 
puzzling th at the D etroit reporters, if 
honest, could be so misled, as they must 
have been, to father such an outrageous 
story as they put afloat. The probabilities 
are that the reporters were not honest, 
that they falsified deliberately under the 
false conviction that such newspaper work 
is wit.

A t last the H ealth Board of San Fran­ 
cisco has officially pronounced Yokohama 
an infected port, on account of the preva­ 
lance of cholera in Japan. 
The result 
will be that all ships arriving at San Fran­ 
cisco from Japan will now be treated as if 
infected, and compelled to go into quaran­ 
tine until disinfected. 
On Angel Island 
there is now being constructed the largest 
and most complete disinfecting apparatus 
in the world, and its first use will be to 
treat ships from Japan. 
Let us hope that the new regulation 
will l>e enforced with vigor. 
A ll the 
trade and travel between California and 
Japan for ten years to come could not 
compensate for tlxe introduction of cholera. 
A steamer which arrived from Yokohama 
last week was inspected by the H ealth 
Officer. 
H e was “ unable,” he says, “to 
find any symptoms of the disease on board 
and so allowed the ship to dock.” Yet that 
officer must know that while “symptoms” 
might not be found, cholera germs in 
countless millions m ight dwell in the lug­ 
gage of the passengers. 
It is a known and 
demonstrated fact th at the cholera germ 
will 
rem ain 
dorm ant 
during a long 
sea voyage, but 
when 
it is brought 
to land it becomes 
vital and active. 
The cholera 
came 
into 
Spain 
this 
year in 
the baggage 
of a passenger 
who did not have the disease, and was 
unaware that his life had been exposed to 
it. 
In most countries where quarantine is 
now established against ships from cholera 
infected ports, the linen and cotton cloth­ 
ing of all the passengers is laundried, or at 
least boiled, while in quarantine, and all 
other clothing and effects go through the 
process of chlorine and other disinfection. 
T hat rule should have been set up at the 
port of San Francisco a month ago. 
It is 
simply miraculous th at with nine passen­ 
ger steamers arriving from Japan since the 
outbreak of cholera there, the pest has not 
been brought over to us. We have escaped 
where eleven other countries have suf­ 
fered, but our good fortune has not Wen 
due to the early taking of such precautions 
as are necessary when ships from infected 
ports at rive.

T h e R u ssian P re ss. 
W ithin a very recent period—that is 
among the more or less liW ral period of 
from 1860-80—the Russian journalistic 
press was conducted by an able band of 
editors, who, more or less regardless of con­ 
sequences, made it their business to de­ 
nounce abuses, to attack Ministers, and to 
expose corruption in all the departments 
of the State. 
In spite of the censorship 
and all its m acltinery; in spite of the sur­ 
veillance exercised by the late Count Tol­ 
stoi over the whole production of Russian 
opinion and thought; in spite of his con­ 
stant desire to stifle all manifestation of 
liW ral public opini n and to imbue others 
with his own ideas; in spite of all the 
hindrances and obstacles of which an ac­ 
count has been given, the newspaper press 
in Russia during the |>eriod just men­ 
tioned exercised a very great influence, 
which was perfectly indejtendent of the 
Government, whose acts it judged and 
criticised in the teeth of all the endeavors 
which were made to thw art and hamper its 
action. 
Far from its Wing dependent 
upon the Government, the latter often saw 
it- hand forced by the newspaper press, 
which it was supposed to rules despotic­ 
ally. 
it must surely W deemed to have been 
greatly to the credit of lhK gallant band 
of editors that, hampered and worried by 
a 1 sorts of vexatious regulations as thev 
were, they succeeded in assisting their 
country so ranch in the task of reorganiza­ 
tion and reform. 
This race of editors, 
however, has now completely disappeared. 
Katkoff was the last of the race, and it is 
scarcely probable that Russia will see an­ 
other editor so gifted as he was, who wiil 
have such powerful support in the highest 
quarters. 
During the last six or seven 
years there has Wen a most marked de­ 
terioration in the tone of the newspaper 
press. 
Even the official press has not 
escaped this deterioration. 
The two of­ 
ficial organs, Rooski Invalide and the Official 
Journal, which used to publish leading 
articles, have both decayed into mere 
gazettes. 
In a word, the degradation of 
the Russian press is complete, and, as a 
consequence, the Russian censor has, gen­ 
erally speaking, a comparatively easy time 
of it.— Blackwood’s Magazine.

THIRD ANNUAL REUNION OF THE NEW 
ENGLAND PIONEERS. 


R em in iscen ces ot th e G old -H an tin g D ays 


R e c a lle d —T he S ociety’s R ecen t Trip 


to C alifornia D escrib ed . 


[Boston Journal, Sept. lOth-1 
T he th ird annual reunion and banquet of 
the Society of California Pioneers of New 
England was held yesterday afternoon at 
the Odd Fellow s' Building, on Trem ont 
street. T he pleasure of 
these 
annual 
gatherings of brave New Englanders, who 
fulfilled their duty w hen they laid the 
foundations of A m erican governm ent in 
the to-be great State of C alifornia, has 
heretofore not been perfect, for this was the 
first reanion in which the ladies were pres­ 
ent. 
B ut yesterday the presence of the 
wives and daughters ot the m em bers of the 
A ssociation left nothing to be desired, and 
as Secretary W hittem ore said, “ It is a per­ 
m anent change, this change for the better.” 
T he dinner hour was 2 o’clock and the long 
tables in the upper hall were found groan­ 
ing beneath the weight of good things. 
T he m iners of ’40 would have laughed at 
the thought that these were to be am ong 
the products, indeed the chiefest products, 
of a future day of the, at th at tim e, com ­ 
paratively sterile soil of California. 
At a 
long table at the head of the hall sat the 
officers of the society and its invited guests. 
President Thom es occupied a seat in the 
center, G overnor B rackett at bis right, be­ 
side w hom was ex-Senator Conuess from 
California. 
At the P resident’s left were 
Secretary W hittem ore and the President­ 
elect. 
On the ceiling at their backs was 
the society em blem , clasped hands su r­ 
rounded by a circle of russet color, en­ 
circled by a" galaxy o f stars on a blue field, 
and near this were toe initials “ X. E. S. 0. 
P .” 
T he em blem was sur>-ounded by flags, 
draped gracefully at the sides, w hile & glory 
of flags surm ounted the whole. 
T he tables were tastefully decorated w ith 
potted plants. 
Ju st 365 sat dow n to the 
dinner. 
T he m usic was 
furnished by 
T hom as’ O rchestra. 
The bills of fare were 
prettily gotten up, being printed on heavv 
cardboard in im itation wood color, {he first 
page ornam ented with a picture of the old 
San Francisco Postoffice, corner of Pike 
and Clay streets, representing the m iners 
m oving in file through the office after the 
arrival of a m ail, and the last page of the 
cover w ith a view of San Francisco itself 
th at year, the point of observation being at 
the head of Olay street. 
At 3 o'clock Pres­ 
ident Thom es called the assem blage to 
order. 
“ T his,” he said, “ is the third tim e 
we nave m et to com pare notes of the past 
and to talk over future prospects. 
E very­ 
body says th at you look younger than you 
did three years ago." 
H e then”gave a brief 
outline of affairs, political and otherw ise, 
at the tim e of the discovery of gold, forty 
years 
ago. 
Since 
then 
w hat 
m ighty 
changes there have been; w hat m ost m o­ 
m entous events in the history of States. 
The annexation and adoption of the State 
of California forty years' ago this m onth, 
was one of the principal events preceding 
the rebellion. 
Trie 7th of Septem ber, 1851, 
Congress passed the law m aking that great 
State. 
But California sprang into existence 
as a State long before Congress recognized 
it. 
Congress spent tim e in w rangling over 
the question w hether California should be 
adm itted as a free or a slave State, but the 
the people had already decided th at it 


Well, your President left you there in 
Market street. The committee that was 
delegated by the Pioneers of San Francisco 
to meet us consisted of forty-nine members. 
The first greeting received in San Fran­ 
cisco was from a man whom I had not 
seen for about half a century. 
We were 
taken to the Palace Hotel. 
I found houses 
in San Francisco where I only remembered 
seeing tents. Through the munificent lib­ 
erality of a San Francisco gentleman the 
Pioneers of that city have a magnificent 
buildiDg, which they use for the purpose of 
a home. The people of San Francisco ac­ 
corded ns great distinction. 
W hen the 
Pioneers did not have us by day the Ma­ 
sons. to which society many of "our party 
belong, had us by night. ’ I onlv regret, 
with your President, that you all could not 
have gone on this memorial trip. 
We 
shonld also regret exceedingly th at our 
President’s term of office has alm ost ex­ 
pired.” 
The reading of a poem entitled "The 
Days of ’49,” w ritten bv a I.is Angeles 
Pioneer in honor o f the New E ogland So­ 
ciety’s visit to th at city, then followed. 
The poem was well received, and its clos­ 
ing lines, 
“Oh, olden days, oh golden days, 
■ Come back to' us again, 
was followed by "A uld Lang Syne” by 
the gathering. 
The President then rose and said that he 
had received a com m unication from four 
form er com rades of one Jo h n Conness of 
California, who w anted one m ore good look 
at his features, and that if present he w ould 
‘Hilease stand up” ami read the com m uuica 
tion. 
‘ B ut," saiil President Thom es. “ I 
prom ised him I would not call for h im — 
and I did not call for h im .” H appily. Sen­ 
ator Conness, who. by the way, sat ju st the 
other side of G overnor Brackett, and in 
fail view of the audience, rose and said: 
“ Friends form erly of California, yet of 
California, this is a sm iling am i a plentiful 
land. 
To have lived in California, how ­ 
ever, is never to be forgotten. 
T he call of 
the com rades brought me 10 m v feet, but 
after such eloquent speakers whHt m ore 
can be said? 
Except this, for three years 
we have been so stupid as not to provide 
for our wives and daughters. 
T he average 
w om an is very far above the average m an. 
I am proud to acknow ledge it. 
W e should 
have done this betore. 
A them e has been 
given to me, M ining R em iniscences.' 
To 
be sure, tüis is a thrice-told tale. How ever, 
on opening a draw er in m y desk the other 
day 1 found a clipping th at was printed in 
au A m erican paper forty years ago. having 
been reprinted from the London Times of 
Jan u ary C, 1849. 
You know th at Jo h n 
B all 
a t 
th at 
tim e 
h ad n ’t 
any 
very 
high 
respect 
for 
us. 
H e 
sent 
over 
his D ickenses and others to learn and 
publish our crudities, and so to contrast our 
civilization 
w ith th eir civilization of a 
thousand years. 
Of course the report of 
the C alifornia gold discovery m ade a great 
excitem ent everyw here. 
T his report up­ 
set Jo h n . 
H e thought it a lie. 
It 
was 
betore B ritish gold had been discovered in 
A usiralia. 
So this song was published, 
sung to the tune of ‘Y ankee Doodle.’ ” 
Mr. Conness then read the song, w hich was 
w ritten by a m inister of the C hurch of 
England, who w ent to California for gold, 
but laboted there a long tim e in vain. The 
poem contained a fling at Pennsylvania 
property, too, for som e E nglish investors 
in P ennsylvania stock had lost heavily. 
How ever, our gold m ines proved a fact. 
Mr. Conness then proceeded to say of m in ­ 
ing experiences that, though people grow 
tired of hearing so m any, yet a w orld of 
such stories are never told.

related how the m ining operations were 
conducted, stating that he frequently while 
digging got down so deep th at his straw 
hat got floated off his head.

dream ; gold was in such abundance, it was 
left on the public trail over night, yet no 
one thought of touching it.

New E ngland hom es w ith the Bibíe in 
one band and ¡he rifle in the other. 
M any 
of you crossed the rough prairie, over the 
weary desert. 
Y ou found hard potatoes 
were a dollar a pound, onions fifty cents a 
pound, w hen you could get them , but not 
a w om an’s sm ile for any price. 
T h in k of 
w hat you endured, bu: th in k of th e greater 
result. 
T h in k of a State that produces 
from fifty to sixty m illions of bushels of 
wheat, m illions and m illions of bushels of 
rye. 
The world is supplied by th at State.” 
President Thom es then spoke of their visit 
to California as an organization. 
The 
ciries of Los Angeles and San Diego ten ­ 
dered receptions, and th e society were en­ 
thusiastically received by the good people 
of Sacram ento, through their Mayor, and 
by the Society of Pioneers. 
The Governor 
gave them a reception at the Capitol, 
through the kind influence of Governor 
Brackett. 
A t O akland they were m et by 
an escort sent by the city of San Francisco. 
“ B ut I m ust leave the thread of m y dis­ 
course to be taken up by a m an who can 
tell the story better than I. 
B u t now I 
have the pleasant duty of introducing the 
first m an in M assachusetts by th e gift of 
the people.

M ark B. W ilbur, 
one from the M ayor of Sacram ento, one 
from the Sacram ento Pio leers, one from 
San B ernardino and one from M elbourne, 
A ustralia. 
A toast was read from Chicago, and 
Treasurer W ells of the R epublican State 
Com m ittee was introduced by the P resi­ 
dent, who stated th at Mr. W ells was e n ­ 
gaged in soliciting funds for the building 
up of a very stable governm ent. 
Mr. W ells 
m ade a few brief rem arks, 
saying 
he 
thought it best to be brief but fervent. 
T he President elect was then introduced 
and spoke briefly, saying that he w ished 
the m antle of our E lijah had fallen on a 
m ore w orthy E lisha. 
H e hoped th at the 
new departure of having the ladies present 
at the annual reunion would be kept up. 
T he Secretary then said that the census of 
the excursionists of last A pril had show ed 
th at there were 140 on the train —eighty 
gentlem en and sixty ladies.

THE STATE FAIB OF 1890 CLOSES ITS 
DOOES ON THE PUBLIC. 


W hat T ianspired on 1he Last D ay—Large 
Crowd, at Both Park and 


Pavilion. 


The State Fair closed last night and there 
w ill be a general stampede from the city 
to-day and to-morrow by visitors from re­ 
mote parts who have been away from their 
homes and occapations for the last two 
weeks. 
Interest in the exhibition was 
m aintained to the last. All departments 
were as well attended yesterday and last 
evening as on any previous occasion, and 
visitors at the Pavilion seemed loth to 
leave it even when the last notes of the 
Liberati Band echoed through the great 
building 
and 
struggled for a hearing 
against the rattle of machinery, the tram p­ 
ing of thousands of feet and the voices of 
the chattering multitude who have no 
music in their souls. 
The farmer, the stock-raiser, the me­ 
chanic, the merchant, the artist—all will 
go to their homes to-day with Dew ideas 
gathered during their visit to the fair. -The 
country youths and damsels who were 
wideawake, have also picked up new ideas 
from their observations of city belles and 
beaus seen at the fair, but whether for 
better or worse remains to be seen—cer­ 
tainly the family '‘-sack” will suffer some 
inconsequence. 
But, on the whole, it is 
Bale to say that good results m ust lollow 
these annual gatherings of people of all 
clasie3 and from various communities. 
It is but repetition to say that the exhi­ 
bition was one of merit. The displays 
in the Pavilion—while not as varied as in 
some years past—were such as to give an 
excellent Idea of the progress that the State 
is m a k iD g in agriculture, the mechanic 
and finer arts. 
In the live stock depart­ 
m ent the evidences 
of 
progress 
were 
equally as marked. The exhibits of cattle 
and horses showed that California has left 
far in the rear her pastoral period, when 
the mustang and the wild cattle of the 
plains embraced all that she could boast of 
in the equine and bovine species. 
Now 
California is supplying the worid with the 
best in the way of highly-developed horses, 
while her cattle ure as finely bred as those 
of any country. 
A State that can show such development 
in a little over a 
quarter 
of a 
cen­ 
tury certainly has a grand 
future be­ 
fore 
her. 
Consequently, 
her 
people 
should take a pride in making these 
aDnual exhibitions such as will reflect 
credit on this commonwealth, to the end 
that all who visit the coast may see at once 
the best evidences of what California is 
doing for herself and for the nation. The 
sales of her fruits in Eastern m arkets have 
am ounted to many millions ol dollars for 
this season alone, and the fruit industry is 
really but in its infancy as yet. 
In the years to come this State should 
bave annual industrial and cattle shows 
that will attract visitors from all parts of 
the Union. 
They are the best advertise­ 
m ents of her resources and development 
that could be devised. W ith these fairs at 
hom e and “California on Wheels’’ travel­ 
ing abroad, there must result in the near 
fnture a tide of immigration to this State 
th at will transform the unoccupied por­ 
tions of its valleys and foothills into teem­ 
ing gardens and granaries from which the 
world will draw much of its supplies.

In July last a meeting was held in re­ 
sponse to a call made by the R ecobd- 
Union to consider the question of con­ 
structing a swimming bath establishment 
m this city. 
The great need for such a public concern 
was on all hands admitted, and really the 
only obstacle suggested was the supposed 
failure of some earlier efforts in a like di­ 
rection as likely to discourage another at­ 
tempt. B at it was soon shown that the 
failures were not because of any want of 
appreciation by the people of the u n ­ 
measurable benefits of such an institution. 
The first bath burned down shortly after 
its erection. It was a private concern, and 
while it ran, paid. The second was the 
property of a boat club, and was a small 
float in the cold waters of the river and 
went to wreck in a sudden freshet. The 
third was a very narrow tank on K street 
that paid well while it was properly con­ 
ducted. But it was allowed to fall into the 
odium of disteputable custom and was 
closed after a year and a hall. 
W hile Mr. 
Aiken ran it, it paid him handsomely. 
At the July public meeting it was re­ 
solved unanimously to establish public 
swimming batb3 upon a basis insuring 
their success, and modeled somewhat after 
the Palace Baths at San Francisco and the 
Del Monte at Monterey. 
It was agreed 
from tbe out-set that there should be two 
tanks fully 45 by 120 feel each, one for 
ladies exclusively, and 
that the water 
should be running- and of a temperature 
about the same as maintained at 
the 
Palace Baths, San Francisco, since it was 
cettain that to use untempered water would 
lim it very much the benefits of the baths. 
It was resolved that tub-baths should be 
included in the scneme, in the ultim ate at­ 
tainm ent of its full purpose. 
Upon this 
basis nearly $3,000 of stock was taken at 
the meeting by subscrio'ion. 
A committee 
was appointed, witn A. Bonnheim as Chair­ 
man, to canvass the city, ascertain the pub­ 
lic sentiment, and to receive subscription 
for stock upon the understanding that 
careful business inspection had shown that 
the institution could be run on a self-sup­ 
porting basis, and with a profit, if desirable. 
The committee made five trips of three 
hours each about the business part of the 
city in two weeks. In that time it encoun­ 
tered bat one citizen who opposed the 
scheme, out of Several huDilred addressed. 
All others warmly and enthusiastically in ­ 
dorsed the movement and urged that it be 
pushed on. 
W hen some $10,000 of the 
desired $25.000 of capita! stock had been 
subscribed a second meeting was called and 
held at the Court house, C. A. Yoerk pre­ 
siding, as be did also at the first meeting. 
That gathering, like the first, heartily in­ 
dorsed the scheme, and devoted most of its 
time to discussion ot sites for the baths. 
It completed the organization, elected a 
Board of Directors, and instructed them to 
incorporate and the old committee to con­ 
tinue soliciting stock subscriptions. The 
Directors chosen were : C. A. Yoerk, A. 
Bonnheim, A. Abbott, E. B. Willis. C. F. 
Dillmau, V. S. McClatchy, Dr. W. A. 
Briggs. 
This was on the 8th of August. Ab­ 
sence from the city, sickness and other un­ 
avoidable causes have prevented the Di­ 
rectors chosen from incorporating as yet, 
and one of them felt it impossible for him 
to give it due attention and sent in bis 
resignation, and his successor is to be 
chosen on Monday. Then came the State 
Fair and absorbed local attention. 
But R. 
Dale was in the meantime chosen tempo­ 
rary Secretary of the Board, aud the origi­ 
nal canvassing committee, aided by one of 
the new Directors, continued its work and 
brought the total subscription up to about 
$12,000. It lost a $500 subscription, how­ 
ever. because 
the subscriber absurdly 
thought he had been slighted in not being 
chosen n Director, though he had attended 
no meeting and no one dreamed that he 
wished the laborious position. It created 
sucli 
amusement 
that 
the 
committee 
starud out and in an hour's time filled the 
blank made hy the withdrawal, so that 
there was up to yesterday subscribed about 
$12,000 of the capital stock. 
Xnere are also on file nine or ten offers 
of si'es with conditional stock subscrip­ 
tion from $3u0 to $1,500 attached to each. 
Two committees have visited the swim­ 
ming baths in other towns, and one builder 
has made it bis business to critically exam­ 
ine two large baths in San Francisco in 
order lo study the economics of such a 
building here. 
The canvassing committee sent out in 
August a num ber of letters to old Sacra- 
mentans asking them to subscribe for stock, 
and now the responses have begun to come 
in, the first large one being 100 shares from 
Mrs. E. B. Crocker, and last eveniDg the 
committee was able to inform the public 
that another helping hand had been pat 
forth, as the following letter from C. P. 
Huntiogton will testify: 
New York, September 13, 1890. 
Hemrg. C. A Yoerk, J. A. Woodson, V. S. Me- 
Clatehy, Jt. Vale and A. Bonnheim, Sacramento, 
Cot.—Gentlemen: Your letter of 29tb August 
relating to proposed establishment of a Swim­ 
ming bath Association with a capital of $25.000, 
is received. You say you expect to be a paying 
institution. The question is whe-her or no it 
would not be better to get up au Association of 
that kind and bave the prices so low that ail 
the people could use it, however poor; but to do 
that it would not be upon a paying basis. I do 
net say that I would not take some stock in it, 
if it was organized in the way you propose; hut 
I would suggest and would prefer that you 
have it with just sufficient charges to pay the 
running expenses and just enough more to cre­ 
ate a fund to draw upon in any e n r<eucy and

Indeed, 
while the subscribers all believe the baths 
can be made to return a good profit, not 
one has subscribed with that merely in 
view, but for a broader reason, to secure 
for tbe city a long-needed public institu­ 
tion. Every subscriber will be glad if the 
baths are cheapened to the level of self­ 
maintenance only, with a light rese rve to 
pro ect tbe investment and insure the 
proper keeping up of the baths. 
Mr Huntingfon's generous and wisely 
explained subscription is therefore taken 
sAupon the basis be suggests, and thus about 
i 
ol the $25,000 is now subscribed, 
and the baths may now be considered a 
certainty. 
The Directors will meet on 
Monday, and the good work go uninter- 
ruptedlv on until completion. There will 
be no difli'tiity in spcuri: g the necessary 
additional subscriptions. 
Indeed, several 
old ones will be increased, and a number 
of new ones are known to be ready for the 
committee. 
W hile it has no relation to the swim­

At N inth and D streets is a large house 
which has been vacant for several weeks.

Mrs. Ballou 
waited breathlessly until the sounds had 
ceased, and then she timorously ventured 
from her room and went into the one 
where the noise bad been during tbe night. 
Scattered here and there were empty tin 
cans, bottles and crusts of bread, and over 
in one corner was a large bundle rolled up 
in a blanket. 
Mrs. Ballou inspected this 
handle and found that it contained a full- 
grown, healthy, slumbering tiam p. She 
summoned up courage enough to arouse 
him and order him out of the house. 
Fortunately, he offered no objection and 
left quietly. 
Mrs. Ballon took good care that day to 
nail up every window and door in the 
house. Tbe Dext night the lodgers returned 
and, breaking the door in. again spent, the 
night there—much to Mrs. Ballou’s dis­ 
comfort.

MARTIN’S m ROLE. 


THE CONSTABLE ESSAYS TO BUN A 
HOTEL. 


Judging From Reports H e is Not a Suc­ 
cess as a Landlord—Lessee W il­ 
son's Threats. 


“Say, Mr. Clerk, that room you assigned 
to me is occupied.” 
. 
“ Is it? 
Well, that's all right; there are 
plenty more in the house. Go np and try 
No. 78.” 
“Anybody in it ?” 
“ Hanged if I know. 
You'd better go np 
and see.” 
"W ell, this is a pretty specimen of a ho­ 
tel, I must say. W here did you leatn the 
business ?” 
The above is a sample of the conversa­ 
tion that occurs about twenty times a day 
in the office of the State House between 
guests and Constable George Martin. 
As announced in tbe Record-Union a 
couple of days ago, the State House was 
attached by Odell & Herzog, the butch­ 
ers, to secure the payment of a meat bill of 
something like $250. The hotel was taken 
charge of by Constable Martin, the saloon 
closed, and the lessees of the place denied 
the privilege of attending to the crowds of 
guests who were seeking accommodations 
at that place during the lair. 
It now appears that somebody has over­ 
stepped the bounds of jurisdiction in the 
matter. 
The attachm ent suit was commenced in 
Justice of tbe Peace H enry's Court, and 'he 
same night Constable Martin presented 
himself at the hotel and announced that he 
bad been appointed receiver—that he would 
take charge of the hotel until the suit was 
settled. The hotel people, believing tbe 
Constable had been properly vested' with 
authority, 


m a d e n o r e s is t a n c e , 
And allowed him to assume control. It 
appears, however, that the Constable was 
not properly vested, for the simple rea­ 
son that an order mu6t come from the Su­ 
perior Court to 
appoint receivers 
and 
assignees—that the Justices' Court has no 
such power. I; is stated, also, that justice 
Henry issued no such order, and that M ar­ 
tin received his appointm ent either in his 
imagination or trom some one “on the out­ 
side.” 
Marlin closed up the saloon attached to 
the hotel, upon tuking charge, but, accord­ 
ing to the statements of persons who claim 
to know what they are talking about, the 
saloon was converted into a grand recep­ 
tion room for M artin’s acquaintances. 
“It might all be according to law.” said 
one of the State House lodgers to a R e c o r d - 
U n i o n reporter yesterday, "but it is not 
right. 
1 don’t know this man who has 
charge, but I do know that he is not com­ 
petent to manage a large hotel. 
The first 
night he arrived he said he was tbe Sheriff', 
and was going to close up everything. 
Somebody asked him what he was going 
to do with all the boaiders and lodgers 
It wouldn’t do to turn them al! out, you 
know. 
The officer then decided to only 
close the saloon and run the hotel part of 
it himself. 
But you should have seen him 
run it! 
It was the 
. 


MOST COMICAL SIGHT 
I ever witnessed. 
He would rent one 
room to six or seven different persons, and 
the result would be a grand row upstairs 
when the lodgers went to turn in. 
I am a 
regular lodger, and pay my rent six months 
in advance. 
He let my room to a young 
lady, and I had a terrible time getting it 
away from her. Then he got some young 
fellow to run the desk and he took a party 
of his friends into the saloon and they all 
had a glorious time, free of charge. Oh, 
he’s a great Sheriff, he is.” 
The reporter went in search ofthe lessees 
of the hotel and finally succeeded in find­ 
ing Mr. Wilson, who is one of them. 
“ Yes,” said Mr. Wilson, when spoken to 
about the matter, “the way in wnich we 
have been treated is simply outrageous. 
There is more behind it all than that little 
meat bill of Odell & Herzog's. 
When they 
wanted to insure the payment of that bill 
why didn’t they attach some of the person­ 
al property iu the hotel. 
W hen Martin 
came 
there 
I 
pointed 
to 
our 
furniture, 
liquors, 
and 
other 
prop­ 
erty 
that 
he 
could 
attscb, 
that 
were worth 
three 
times 
the amount 
sued for, but they wouldn’t do it. Nothing 
sbort of taking the whole hotel would do 
them. Since this Constable 
has been 
there he and his cronies have been bav- 
ing a high old time wiih our liquors, I will 
lose hundreds of dollars through this mis 
management, but it will not discourage 
me. 
1 intend to assert my rights, too. 
There will be an item for you at the Court­ 
house in a couple of davs, as I am going to 
brmg suit against this Constable to recover 
the full am ount of my damages.” 


DID NOT RUN AWAY. 
“Is there any truth in the report that 
yonr partner Mr. Kinney has ran awav and 
left you to battle with your creditors? ' 
asked tbe reporter. 
"Not a word,” said Mr. Wilson. “ We 
expected trouble from these who were try­ 
ing to ‘down’ us, and realized that we 
would need money to meet it. Mr. Kinney 
has wealthy friends and relatives in the 
East, and he knew that by going to them 
he conld raise enough money to tide us 
over nicely. 
He left several days ago and 
will be back in a week. 
H e did not run 
away nor did he have aDy intention of 
doing so. His wife is here and ail of his 
possessions. 
If we had been allowed to go 
on we could have paid every bill we owed 
by this coming Monday, as we were doing 
a good fair business. 
But tnis Constable’s 
work has knocked us out ot everything. 
He has attempted to run the hotel aud has 
rented rooms at halt our regular rates. 
Lodgers have walked off without settling 
up their accounts, and he conid not inform 
those who wanted to settle up what their 
bills were. Tne loss to us will am ount to 
hundreds of dollars.” 


JUDGE HENRY TALKS. 
Justice of the Peace Henry was inter­ 
viewed by a reportei last evening regarding 
the matter. 
He said: 
“ If Martin has done as reported, he has 
oveireached him self that’s all. 
A Consia- 
ble 
is 
a u . e l e c t e t officer aud has to give 
bonds to carry out the law. and if be doe- 
not do bis ou y tie is responsible on his 
bond. 
In this case I gave Martin no in­ 
structions whatever. I issued no order that 
be be appointed a receiver, or anything 
of the kind, and if he has represented 
himself as such, be spoke falsely. 
I bave 
no right to issue such an order, and would 
□ot be likely to do it. All that has passed 
through my hands in this case were the 
papers in tbe attachment sui . 
They were 
issued regularly and placed in M artin’s 
bands to 
serve. 
No instructions 
are 
given to a Constable by tbe Court in 
such cases. The Constable is supposed 
to know the law and do his duty. W hat 
does a Constable have to give a bond for if 
not to prevent him from abusing his pow­ 
ers. 
If these hotel people have suffered 
any loss through M arlin’s doiDgs. they can 
bring suit against him or his bondsmen 
and recover. 
Besides, I don’t think under 
the law that Martin had any right to levy 
upon the entire hotel. 
He should only 
bave attached articles equal to the amount 
sued for. I am sorry tor Martin, because 
he has been a good officer, and I can’t un­ 
derstand how he should make such a mis­ 
take. 
He must have been badly advised 
You see, the Constables in these attach­ 
ment cases usually act upon the suggestions 
of tbe parties bringing tbe suit or their at­ 
torney. Tuey suggest what property should 
be attached. 
In ibis case .Martin may have 
been told to go ahead and levy upon the 
whole place. 
If that is so it was a very bad 
piece of advice. ”

Democratic campaign opened to-night with 
a mass meeting at M etropolitan

The hail was filled to its utm ost capacity 
and the enthusiasm was load and pro­ 
longed. H on. Jam es V . Coleman presided. 
Among the speakers were Mayor Pond, 
nominee for Governor; W. D. English, A. 
C. Paulsell, W. C. Hendricks and Hon. 
Robert Ferral. 
Mayor Pond commenced his address by 
referring to the platform recently adopted 
by the San Jose Convention, and declared 
that its pledges were patriotic duties. It 
contained no cowardly evasion or dema­ 
gogic appeal to State prejudices.

A ccid en t in P en n sylvan ia. 


R e a d in g (Pa.), September 20th.—When 
d a y lig h t dawned on 
the scene of last 
n ig h t's wreck on the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad, a fall realization of the 
in d e s c r ib ib le horrors were first fully re­ 
vealed. The engine lay in five feet of 
water. The body of Engineer W hite was 
piDned under the heavy iron work, with 
the arms extended in appeal above the 
water. 
Next lay the tender on its side, then the 
baggage 
and 
mail cars and passenger 
coaches. Timbers were broken and cars 
overturned, pinning the unrescued victims 
in a death embrace at the bottom of the 
river. 
Searching for bodies continued all night, 
and an additional number were taken out. 
The body of George R. Kaercher, General 
Counsel ot 
the Reading Railroad, was 
taken out early this morning badly dis­ 
figured. 
The scene on the banks of the river is 
ghastly. The long row of the dead is in ­ 
creased as one after another of the bodies 
are brought out. It is difficult to move 
the ponderous cars, and the thousands who 
have flocked to the scene are willing to as­ 
sist, but their aid is of very little service 
where experienced men are required. 
Up to 10 o'clock this forenoon twenty 
bodies had been taken out, and the list of 
the injured is now about fifty.

I 
saw the entire side of the smokiDg-car 
ahead of mine torn ont, and then I turned 
my back, thinking my last moment had 
come. 
Many of the passengers in our car 
were screaming and several of them had 
climbed half way out of the window. 
I 
shouted to keep quiet aDd the next instant 
onr car was struck and upset down the 
bank, but not overturned. 
"Seeirg no immediate danger for those 
in our car, I jum ped out into the river, 
which was about five feet deep there, and 
worked rny way to the forward part of the 
wreck. In one of the wrecked cars I 
heard a man shouting for help. 
‘I ’m not 
caught aDd I’m not hurt, but I can't get 
out,’ he said. 
H e was found in the car 
like a rat in a box, and the wood was 
blazing all around about him . I secured a 
bucket and began throwing water on the 
fire, and I think the maD was saved. I 
had to work alone for some time, although 
there was a crowd of poople standing on 
the bank above the wreck, to whom I 
shouted to cim e and help me. They re­ 
fused, however, and it was some time 
before other help arrived.” 
The body of the unknown man, who 
was among the last taken out of the wreck, 
was identified as George 
Lambert 
of 
Taruaqua. 
This places the num ber of 
fatalities at twenty-one. All the wrecked 
cars were taken out of the river to-night, 
and it is now believed that no more bodies 
are in the water and that this ends the 
death list. 
The Coroner subpenaed a jury to day 
and will hold an inquest early next week.

CIRCLES. 


A T E R R IB L E FIG H T . 


C onflict B e tw ee n a S h eriffs F o sse and 
Ita lia n R ailroad L ab orers. 


C a i t l e t t s b u b g (Ky.), September 20th.— 
Advices of a reliable nature were received 
here to-day from Louisiana, Ky., which 
say that on Twelve Pole creek, near Wayne, 
Ya., on Friday, a terrible fight occurred 
between the Sheriff’s posse and a gang of 
Italian railroad laborers, in which several 
Italians 
were 
killed 
and a num ber 
wounded. 
Some weeks ago a contractor on the Nor­ 
folk A W estern Railroad named Keogh 
went away, having numerous creditors, 
among the num ber beiD g the Italians, and 
a new contractor took possession of the 
abandoned works and put a num ber of 
laborers to work in the cut formerly worked 
by the Italians. The latter refused to allow 
any one to work in the cut until after they 
had received their pay for the work done 
under Keogh, and they proceeded to drive 
out the new laborers. 
Three times the new laborers were run 
out, and the contractor applied to the Court 
for protection, and he was furnished a 
posse of about a dozen men, headed by the 
Sheriff of W ayne county. 
On Friday the Sheriff appeared and made 
an attem pt to arrest the Italians, who made 
fierce resistance, and an unequal'com bat 
resulted, with forty or more Italians on 
the one 9ide, armed with stonee, knives and 
revolvers, and the Sheriff’s men on the 
other. 
The Italians fought from behind trees, 
stones and whatever would shelter a mau's 
body. 
The firing became general, aud 
lasted some minutes, during which time 
several Italians were killed and several 
wounded. The Sheriff's men escaped with 
a few severe bruises. 
About twenty Itali­ 
ans were arrested and taken to jail, the re­ 
mainder escaping to the woods. 
The scene of the fight is some forty or 
fifty miles distant from here and is remote 
from both railroad and telegraph com­ 
munication.

AN A P PA L L IN G SIGHT. 


A n n u al R ep ort o f th e E arn in gs of th e 
Illin o is Centra*!. 
C h ic a g o , September 20th.—The annual 
report of the Illinois Central Company, 
made public to-day, shows for the year 
ending June 30, 189Ó, the gross earnings of 
the Illinois Central to be $14,448,006, the 
Dubuque and Sioux City line $1,909,924, 
and tne Cedar Falls and Minnesota line 
$94,092. Total, $16,452,022. This is an in ­ 
crease, as compared with the preceding 
year, of $1,290 405. 
The net earnings of the Illinois Central 
proper were $4,S82,90i, an increase of $51,­ 
761. 
The report says that the fact that the 
large increase of gross revenue has not 
been followed by equalled net earnings is 
due to causes, first, the increase of stand­ 
ards, with entailed expenditures for the 
maintenance of ways and structures of 
$2,110,777, an increase of $651,870 over the 
am ount spent the previous year. A large 
portion of this is due to the laying on track 
of 2,400 tons of steel rails. The second 
cause was the submerging of tracks for a 
long distance in Louisiana daring the u n ­ 
precedented floods last spring, necessitating 
a large outlay for repairs, and the payment 
of large sums to other railways whose 
tracks were temporarily used. The third 
reason given is the strike, which tied up 
the road in June.

CHiCAGO.September 20th.—General Miles, 
now commander of the Department of the 
Missouri, United States Army, arrived this 
morniDg and settled down to work in a 
very quiet manner.

PUTTING C H IL D R E N TO BED. 


H ow M others T h o u g h tlessly 
L ose 
th e 
L ove o f C h ild ren . 
(F rom H arp er’s B azar ] _ 
_ 
The mother who puts the timid child to 
bed, and takes away the light, and goes 
down-stairs, and leaves him to his conjur­ 
ing, careless and indifferent and disbeliev­ 
ing, or bent on overcoming the mischief 
forcibly, is destroying something that one 
would think of small worth to her—not 
only his nervous fiber, but his love of her­ 
self: aud the day will come when fate will 
have its revenge on her in his own indif­ 
ference to her, and she will recognize it, 
even if he behave in all outward respects 
like a dutiful son. 
It is her part to exam­ 
ine the matter, to reason with the child, to 
comfort him, to see how far it is possible 
with him to subdue the fear. 
If she can­ 
not stay with him herself, she can at least 
leave the door open so th at he may hear 
the cheerful down-stairs voices, the hum of 
life, not to be shut into his tomb, as the 
unformulated thought of his desperate 
little mind makes i t ; she can leave a lamp 
on the hearth, and so let there be some 
light to dispel his fancies and to keep back 
the dark and its unshaped visions. 
She 
may regard it as trifling, but to him it is 
trem endous; 
and if she is wise either in 
mother love or human kindness she will 
not let the imaginative aud sensitive child 
suffer more than it must, remembering that 
that temperament, if it has more to enjoy 
through life than others, has also much, 
much more to suffer. 
W hen a few nights have failed to bring 
calm to the little being out of the experi­ 
ence, and the last going to bed aione is as 
bad as the first, and all threats have only 
made the m atter worse and all reasoning has 
produced no good resu lt; when he has tried 
to conquer, and the effort has left him trem ­ 
bling as violently as if he had an ague—then 
it is something not to be overcome by harsh 
or rough or peremptory measures, and the 
m other should see to it that the child has 
some active physical exercise just before go­ 
ing to bed that will make his little body 
glad of rest, and she would best lie down be­ 
side him, or find some work th at she can 
do upstairs till he falls asleep, in order 
to afford him the comfort of companion­ 
ship and the sense of her embracing love, 
and soothe his irritable nerves to repose 
instead 
of 
rousing them 
to 
action. 


These nerves would never have been ir­ 
ritable 
if she 
had 
not 
insisted 
on 
her own way too long in the begin­ 
ning, if she had given them no chance to 
get on fire, and then go on exciting them ­ 
selves. 
If she had put the child to bed 
alone from the very outset of his career, so 
that it was the natural order of things to 
him, and he had had the habit established 
of quiet sleep and absence of fear from the 
first, in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred 
there would never have been any trouble 
of the sort. 
But if through anv idiosyn­ 
crasy of the child, or any remissness of her 
own, the fear has come upon him, she will 
never in all the years remaining have 
greater love outpoured upon her 
than 
that child will give her who sees her 
hovering over his pillow, moving about 
his rocm, or feels her pressure on the bed 
beside him till the drowsy warmth steals 
over and wraps senses and imagination 
and all together, and lets her off' again to 
the duties tnat are less imperative than 
care of that child’s nerves, to the pleasures 
that are less pleasant than the love be 
gives her iu return.

H ow th e G reat A b olition ist A id ed F u g i­ 
tiv e S laves to E sca p e. 
[F rom th e C ornhill M agazine.] 
H e was of a massive frame and stood 
upon the ground with a tirmnesscalculated 
to resist all the pressure that could be 
brought to bear on one man. 
H e was of 
medium hight, with a broad chest and 
shoulders that gave him the appearance of 
an athlete; his head fit to crown this 
frame—broad forehead, brown hair, blue 
eyes that could smile or flash, straight 
nose, large mouth and a jaw that had the 
decision of a Court of last appeal. 
This 
was the man who. from 1.840-64, in Con­ 
gress and in the West, lived and worked 
for the abolition cause. 
Yet he had the 
gentle, winning manners of a woman, and 
was cordial alike to friend aud foe, to 
young and old. 
H e had learned well the 
lesson of self-control, for he says: 
“W hen 
I was a boy I used to strike back at every 
dog who barked at me as I rode along the 
highway, but I have ceased doing so long 
since, and let them bite the iron that en­ 
circles the wheel.” 
It was in his family 
he was best and greatest; there he gave all 
the love of a warm and generous heart, 
and no member ever heard from him even 
a reproving word; a look was all that was 
ever inflicted. 
During his long stay at Princeton his 
house was the station where all trains on 
the “Underground railway” stopped for 
dinner, and that road did a large passenger 
business. 
H is house and barn were full of 
fugitive negroes from year to year. 
Late 
one Saturday night twelve stalwart blacks 
came crouching into the house fleeing from 
pursuit. 
H e gave them shelter, took the 
round dozen to church the next morning, 
and used them in hisserm onas an illustra­ 
tion of the iniquities of slavery. 
H e was 
frequently arrested for violation of the 
fugitive slave law, paid his flues and al­ 
ways announced to the Court where the 
next anti-slaverv meeting was to be held. 
A fugitive slave was once captured in 
the harvest field and taken to the Court­ 
house for prelim inary trial before being 
returned South. 
The affair created great 
excitem ent in the neighborhood. 
The 
anti-slavery members of the district were 
soon summoned, and leaving their plows 
in the furrows, climbed on their harnessed 
horses and came galloping to town. Love- 
joy lived about three-quarters of a mile 
from the village. 
H e was at once notified 
and his fleet Kentucky mare was soon in 
Iront of the Court-house where he pre­ 
sented himself in his slippers. H e entered 
the Court-house, walked straight up to 
the negro and cut the rope, put the knife 
in his hand, and with the assistance of a 
few friends rushed him out of the room, 
and then pointing out the mare told him 
to ride for his life. 
The frantic negro 
slashed wildly at the halter, severed it 
and gashed the shoulder of the tnare, but 
managed to mount, and was off like the 
wind. 
W hat a race was th a t.' 
The 
crazy, frightened fugitive far ahead, dig­ 
ging with his heels the sides and beating 
with his black fists the shoulders of the 
flying race-horse. 
The “embattled Aboli­ 
tion farmers” galloping madly after him, 
the jangling chains of the harness striking 
the legs of their clumsy horses, rushed to 
what they knew would be the asylum of 
the fugitive. 
The negro, trembling with fright, rushed 
into the house and was concealed by Mrs. 
Lovejoy. H er husband was among the first 
to arrive, having lost both slippers on the 
way, followed by officers, slave-catehers, 
and a howling mob. 
H e planted himself 
just inside the gate, and in a quiet voice, 
but with intense fury, warned any man 
against putting a foot inside the gate. 
There stood Lovejoy, and there stood the 
crowd, both wrought to the highest pitch 
of anger. 
The aspect of the crowd was 
frightening, but the face of Lovejoy was so 
terrible that not a man dared approach 
him. 
W hile this was happened in front of 
the house, a man with a black face was 
seen to emerge from a window and go scur­ 
rying off across the fields. 
H e was fol­ 
lowed by the entire pack of blood-hounds, 
and when caught proved to be a deacon in 
Mr. Lovejoy's church. 
W hile the mob 
were chasing the deacon, a man under a 
broad-brimmed straw hat walked quietly 
to the barn. 
This was the fugitive, and 
he was soon in the bottom of a wagon 
filled with wool, and on his way to Canada 
and to freedom. 


ANECDOTES OF DECATUR. 


W h im sical R eq u est o f a S ailor—" F re e­ 
dom o f th e C ity.” 
The gallant Decatur was a sailor to the 
heart’s core, and loved to tell anecdotes of 
the common sailors, one of which follows : 
In one of the actions before Tripoli, while 
fighting hand-to-hand with the captain of 
a gunboat, Decatur came near being cat 
down by a Turk, who attacked him from 
behind. 
A seaman named Reuben James, 
who was already wounded in both hands, 
seeing the risk of his commander, rushed 
in and received the blow of the uplifted sa­ 
ber on his own head. Fortunately, the hon­ 
est fellow survived to receive his reward. 
Some time afterward, Decatur sent for 
him on deck, expressed his gratitude for 
his 
self-devotion, 
in 
presence 
of the 
crew, and told him to ask for some reward. 
The honest tar pulled up his waistband 
and rolled his quid, but seemed utterly at 
a loss what recompense to claim. 
H is 
messmates gathered around him, nudging 
him with their elbows, and whispering in 
his ear: 
“H e has all the world in a string, and 
can get what he pleases;” “the old man 
can deny him nothing,” etc. 
One advised 
this thing, another that; “dtfuble pay,” 
“double allowance,” “a boatswain’s berth,” 
“a pocket full of money and a full swing 
on shore,” etc. 
Jack elbowed them all 
aside, and would have none of their coun­ 
sel. 
After m ature deliberation he an­ 
nounced the reward to which he aspired; 
it was—to be excused from rolling up the 
hammock cloths ! 
The whimsical request 
was. of course, granted; and from that time 
forward whenever the sailors were piped 
to stow away their hammocks, Jack was 
to be seen loitering around and looking 
on. with the most gentleman-like leisure. 
The devoted fellow always continued in 
the same ship with Decatur. 
“I could 
always know the state of my bile by Jack,” 
said the Commodore. 
“If I was in good 
humor and wore a pleasant aspect, Jack 
would be sure to heave in sight to receive 
a friendly nod; but if I was out of humor, 
and wore, as I sometimes did, a foul- 
weather physiognomy, Jack kept aloof and 
skulked among the other sailors.” 
It is 
proper to add that Reuben Jam es received 
a more solid reward for his gallant devo­ 
tion than the privilege above mentioned, 
a pension having been granted him by the 
Government. 
On another occasion Decatur had re­ 
ceived at New York the freedom of the 
city as a testimonial of respect and grati­ 
tude. 
On the following day, he over­ 
heard this colloquy between two of his 
sailors: 
“Jack,” said one, “what is the meaning 
of this ‘freedom of the city’ which they've 
been giving to the old m an?” 
“W hy, don’t you know ? 
W hy, it’s the 
right to frolic about the streets as much as 
he pleases, kick up a row, knock down the 
men and kiss the women.” 
“T hat’s something worth fighting for !” 
remarked the other.

Francis Joseph and the King of Saxony 
for attending the maneuvers and said he 
hoped what they had seen had convinced 
them thatithe arm y remained as efficient 
under his lordship as it was under that of 
Emperor W illiam. 
Semi-official information has been ob­ 
tained to the effect that Autria has taken 
the initiative in proposing concerted E uro­ 
pean action against the McKinlev tariff 
bill.

The reports in Pari9 newspapers that 
France has been invited to join the Drei- 
band do not mean a political league, but a 
league whose object will be to take com­ 
mon commercial reprisa’s against Ameri­ 
can imports. 
However, they were entirely 
premature. Chancellor Yan Caprivi, evi­ 
dently feeling himself incapable of decid­ 
ing the complicated questions involved in 
the tariff war, declined to commit Germany 
to any action before consulting his col­ 
leagues. It is probable that Count Kalnoky 
and Ribot French. Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs, have exchanged views on the m at­ 
ter. The officials of the Foreign Office 
here deny that there has been any com­ 
munication with the French Government 
on the subject since the overtures 
of 
Ribot thereon were allowed to drop. 
H err Miguel is opposed to any measure 
tending to increase the cost of necessary 
articles of food. The taxation reforms 
which he is preparing draw upon the re­ 
sources of the money classes, and do not 
touch the people. The spirit of his policy 
is an indirection of reciprocity, not rstilia- 
tion.

Anstria and Italy in a zollverein 
against America will never be given. The 
Vienna Press, which is more exercised over 
the tariff question than are the German 
papers, discusses the advisability of retali­ 
ating by the placing of a general European 
ban upon American products by refusing 
to protect American patents and by various 
other methods impossible for countries 
having im portant commercial 
relations 
with the United States. 
The Emperor W illiam ’s visit to Vienna 
is now fixed for October 1st, when the con­ 
ferences will be resumed. 
The interviews 
at Rohnstock have not resulted in any ar­ 
rangem ent for 
a meeting between the 
Austrian Emperor and the Czar, which was 
projected by Emperor W illiam. 
The dip­ 
lomatic advantage meantime appears to 
depend upon the A ustrian's obtaining as­ 
surance of German support in the Baekans.

T h e H o lly h o ck . 
Of all our summer flowers none can 
compare in stateliness with the hollyhock. 
If the rose is queen, then this dignified 
and commanding plant is her chief m ar­ 
shal in the border. 
Rising each year from 
its green base, it attains early in July a 
hight of from six to eight feet, and begins 
to open along its fine rosette stem the 
beautiful flowers which acid so much to 
the 
brightness of our gardens. 
Their 
colors 
are 
very 
pure, 
ranging 
all 
the 
way from 
white 
to the darkest 
crimson, 
and 
including 
some 
fine 
shades of yellow. 
On the whole the sin­ 
gle and half-double ones are the most pic­ 
turesque, as they are the most delicate, 
though the massive blossoms of the very 
double ones convey more fully the idea of 
masculine strength. 
W hen well grown, in 
strong soil, the plant will reach a hight of 
eight or nine feet, and is of royal appear­ 
ance, indeed. 
The hollyhock, as every one knows, says 
the Boston Transcript, is one of the oldest 
inhabitants—our grandmothers knew it 
well. 
I t has in fact been in use in Europe 
since 1573, when it was introduced to occi­ 
dental gardens, from its old home in 
China. 
Though strictly speaking, a bien­ 
nial, the hollyhock (Allfuca rosea) may 
by 
attention 
to 
drainage, 
winter 
covering, etc., and especially by the di­ 
vision 
of the 
ro o t, be made to con­ 
tinue indefinitely, It needs deep soil,to 


do its best, fop* it is a strong feeder, and 
does not mind all the sunshine you can 
spare, so long as you keep its feet cool and 
moist. 
The greatest enjoyment of the 
flower comes probably to those who raise 
it from the seed of blooms fertilized and 
crossed b y the bees in their own gardens. 
The innumerable surprises which come 
from such seed are a source of interest 
which few jierhaps comprehend who have 
not tried the experim ent. Those proposing 
to do so should lay the foundation by sow­ 
ing the best seed procurable—both single 
and double. 
C hater's strain of the latter 
is still unrivaled. 
Sown in garden loam 
in March or A pril, the young plants will 
be large enough to transfer into perma­ 
nent positions by September 
A shovel­ 
ful of sand placed around them before 
w inter closes in is of great benefit, pre­ 
venting a tendency to rot about the stem 
in early spring. 
The plants will fiower 
the second year from seed. 
The .-reds 
from these first blooms, being carefully 
ripened anil planted in the sarue way, will 
afford a great many novelties if the col­ 
lection is at all numerous.

T he L ate D in n er. 
Twenty or thirty years ago the late d in ­ 
ner was not nearly so popular as it is now. 
The majority of people dined in the mid­ 
dle of the day, and not a few of them con­ 
sidered a six-o’clock dinner as an effort 
after fashion that was unworthy the im ita­ 
tion of sensible men and women. 
Even in 
in large cities servants rebelled against an 
alteration of the time-honored custom of 
serving the principal meal of the day at or 
near noon, while in small towns the late 
dinner was so unusual that it was almost 
impossible to persuade domestics to consent 
to it. 
A marked change has taken place in the 
fashion. 
The evening dinner has for years 
been steadily gaining in popularity, and 
promises to become even more common 
than it is now. 
Thoughtful men and 
women recognize the wisdom of eating 
lightly at midday, when they are in the 
full tide of business, and reserving the 
heartiest repast for an hour when it can be 
discussed leisurely and digested peacefully. 
Mistresses have learned that there is a 
gain in keeping the morning free for house­ 
work, instead of devoting most of it to the 
preparation of the dinner. 
The light 
lunch eaten in most homes demands much 
less time in cooking and eating than does 
a dinner, and leaves those who have par­ 
taken of it more fit for work than they 
would be were their stomachs burdened 
w ith the task of digesting soup, meat, veg­ 
etables and dessert. 
The late dinner is a more dignified meal 
than can possibly be made of a similar re­ 
past eaten at noon. 
The festal appearance 
imparted by the gleam of candles, lampa, 
or gas upon silver, china and glass, can­ 
not be acquired by daylight. 
The pleas­ 
ant reunion around the board of the mem­ 
bers of the family, whose positions and in­ 
terests have been divergent since morning, 
the happy consciousness that the work of 
the day is done, the knowledge that there 
is no toil waiting at the door of the dining­ 
room, all bear their share in rendering the 
meal cheerful and care-free. 
More cere­ 
mony can and should he preserved at the 
evening dinner than is feasible at noon. 
The orderly sequence of courses and the 
careful serving have a part in adding to 
the dignity of the meal. 
These suggestions should not frighten 
the house-keeper who contemplates intro­ 
ducing the late dinner into their house­ 
hold. 
Very little extra work is involved 
in bestowing the touch of state referred to, 
and, after all, it consists chiefly in a slight 
additional care in waiting and serving, 
and to these the mistress can readily ac­ 
custom the maid.— Christine Terhune Her­ 
rick, in Harper's Bazar.
